SERB CAPTIVES 
WERE FLOGGED 
BY BULGARIANS 


| Women Were Also Brutally Lash- 
| ed—Some Victims Died from 


Treatment 


| LONDON, Jan. 8.—-(Reuter)—Evi- 
| dence has been received from British 
lofficess who have been prisoners of 
war 'n Bulgaria, Reuter Ltd, learns, 
of cruel treatment and tortures which 
t y saw the Bulgarians infliet upon 
Serbian prisoners and interned eivil- 
jans The evidence shows that the 
civillans were half dead from exhaus- 
tion, were clothed in rags and were 
almost barefooted when they arrived 
fin Bulgaria The interned civilians 
used to visit the British prison camp 
|in order to collect vegetable peelings 
to eat 
Most of the British officers witnessed 
the brutal flogging of Serbian prison- 
ers. They particularly mentioned the 
commandant, Ivan Nikoloay, who him- 
welf witnessed the floggings and who 
personally struck prisoners as they lay 
on the ground, Women were flogged 
unvi] their backs were lacerated. In 
several cases the victime died from the 
treatment they received 

The British officers report that they 
protested but that the Bulgarians re- 
plied that the victims were subjected 
to such treatment because they were 


Serbian The mortality among the 
Serbians was so great that they were 
buried without coffins and with no 


religious services. The treatment epok- 
en of, it is declared, Was continued 
even after the signing ef (he Bulgar- 
lan armistice.

Civic Finance. 


The city council and an advis- 
ory committee composed of large 
taxpayers of the city are wrest- 
ling with the problem of ecivie fin- 
ances 

Thus far, two proposals seem to 
have been developed. One is to 
suspend payments into the sinking 
funds for a term of years. The 
other is to float a loan of six and 
a half million dollars on long 
term debentures against the out- 
standing tax arrears. 

By suspending the sinking fund 
payments it is calculated that the 
annual tax levy could be cut down 
by a half million dollars, or about 
one-sixth of the total. This tempor- 
ary easement would have to be 
made up later, either by collecting 
double instalments during a num- 
ber of years or by extending the 
term during which the annual in- 
stalments are to be collected. In 
effect the process would be the 
same as extending a series of notes 
which it is found inconvenient to 
pay as they fall due. 

The loan scheme is different, and 
more comprehensive. There is, 
roughly, six and a half million 
dollars due the city as back taxes. 
Against these, three 
millions have been borrowed. The 
proposal is to float a loan on ten- 
year bonds, for the full amount of 
pay off the 
outstanding short term loans from 
the proceeds. If it could be done, 
this would leave three millions 
Our fixed charges 
for the vear total just over $1,400,- 
000. The balance—$#1,600,000— 
would be available for current ex- 
penditure. The schools will re- 
quire probably one-third this sum 
for running expenses, leaving a 
million at the disposition of the 
council. Couneil last year spent 
$728,000. The scheme therefore 
contemplates‘an increase of about 
a quarter of a million dollars in 
the outlay for the year. 


The object is to obtain for par-| 
ties in arrears a longer period in | 


which to pay back-taxes, instead 
of proceeding with the sale or seiz- 
ure of property. It is proposed to 


| offer delinquents the privilege of 


paying arrears in ten annual in- 
stalments, together with current 
taxes. Thus, on paper, the 
would have the money in hand 
when the ten-year bonds fell due.
